New Brockton Town Council votes to send two for 
refresher course to be recertified as police officers

The New Brockton Town 
Council met Monday even- 
ing, June 3, for its regular 
monthly meeting, and it was 
a rather routine meeting as 
business was conducted in 
less than 30 minutes. 

There were a couple of 
matters handled by council 
members that will directly 
benefit the town’s police de- 
partment. 

The council voted to pay 
to send to former police of- 
ficers to a two-week re- 
fresher course in Anniston, 
Ala beginning June 17}, 
Mayor Kathy Holley said 
completion of this course 
would allow the two of- 
ficers to be re-certified to 
allow them to join the New 
Brockton force as police of- 
ficers. 

The mayor said the cost 
to the town to send the two 
men to the refresher course 
would be approximately 
$2,000 total. 

The council also ap- 
proved a recommendation 
from the mayor to place 
three old police vehicles on 
GovDeals.com for sale and 
then utilize the monies gen- 
erated from the sale of those 
vehicles to purchase one re- 
furbished police vehicle for 


the department. This rec- 
ommendation had full sup- 
port of the council. 

A look at the town’s fi- 
nancials revealed no alarm- 
ing things for the town. 

Town clerk Debbie An- 
drews reported a general 
fund balance of 
$200,642.47 at the end of 
May for the town. She also 
noted that income for May 
was $42,642.82. 

After reviewing the esti- 
mated bills for the month of 
June, council members 
voted to allow the town 
clerk to pay those bills as 
they come in during the 


month. 

Other items approved by 
council members during 
Monday evening’s meeting 
included motions to pur- 
chase a concrete slab with 
brackets for a bench placed 
at the flagpole in front of the 
town hall building; the pur- 
chase of 80 bags of lava 
rocks to finish the landscape 
of flower beds; and to send 
the town’s attorney to a 
training in Orange Beach, 
Sept. 26-28. 

The next regular meeting 
for the New Brockton Town 
Council is set for Monday, 
July 1, at 6 p.m.

Millionaires 
can already pay for life’s 
necessities. A millionaire 
facing a 70 percent tax rate 
who could earn another 
million dollars might prefer 
to spend the money they 
have instead of working for 
$300,000 after taxes. 

The 1980s tax cuts 
lowered top marginal tax 
rates from 70 to 28 percent 
to improve incentives, 
especially for the most 
productive earners.

Evidence confirms the 
cost of high taxes. 
Internationally, higher tax 
rates are associated with 
slower economic growth. 
Domestically, people and 
income are migrating from 
high to low tax states. In 
2016, New York lost $8 
billion in personal income, 
while Florida added $17 
billion. 

Yet other evidence 
suggests that high taxes 
might not cost so much. 
First off, some billionaires 
continue to work.

Perhaps higher taxes 
will make us only buy 
things bringing joy. 

After securing _ life’s 
necessities, many of the 
things people work for are 
positional goods. We value 
keeping up with (or ahead 
of) the Joneses, while 
billionaires try moving up

BRAINSTORMS | Can We Afford Higher Tax Rates? 


the Forbes list of the 400 
richest Americans. We 
cannot all acquire 
positional goods: everyone 
cannot have the nicest car. 
High tax rates might keep 
us from a fruitless pursuit 
of positional goods. 

Can we integrate this 
conflicting evidence? For 
Starters, the high income 
tax rates of the 1950s were 
almost irrelevant due to 
loopholes. The interplay of 
monetary and nonmonetary 
motives is complicated, 
and people might react 
differently when high tax 
rates prevent earning extra 
income. And even if money 
cannot buy happiness, high 
taxes may make us quite 
unhappy. 

Can we afford higher 
taxes? Yes, although taxes 
entail costs, and the costs 
rise with tax rates. We must 
decide whether we want the 
Federal government to play 
a large or small role in our 
economy and lives. A large 
role for Washington will 
require higher taxes, and 
these taxes will be costly..

WIC income guidelines increase 


Alabama families may 
qualify for the Special Sup- 
plemental Nutrition Pro- 
gram for Women, Infants, 
and Children, better known 
as WIC. 

If you are a woman who 
is pregnant, who had a baby 
within the past six months, 
who is breastfeeding or who 
is. the parent or guardian of 
achild up to age 5, you are 
encouraged to apply for 
WIC at your local county 
health department or WIC 
agency. 

Participants in the pro- 
gram receive free nutrition 
education and breastfeeding 
peer counseling support. In 
addition, participants have 
the option to receive up to 
three months of food bene- 
fits at a time for each qual- 
ified family member. 

Currently, Alabama WIC 
is transitioning from paper 
food instruments to elec- 
tronic benefits (eWIC) 
which are redeemable at 
WIC-authorized stores 
throughout Alabama. Shop- 
ping with eWIC allows the 
participant to purchase 
foods as they need them 
while also allowing WIC 
participants a safe and sim- 
ple shopping 
experience.
